SYNOPSIS 


(Not for Publication): When the Lusitania went down, in 
May 1915, it took with it, beautiful Mrs. Penn Gaylord. 
That’s why, in November, 1917, there is a family assemblage 
in the library of the Gaylord mansion in New York. Gathered 
are: Penn Gaylord (Donald Woods), Mr. Van Rennsaeler 
(Charles Waldron), his attorney, his servants, and his three 
daughters; Fiona (Mary Thomas), 8; Evelyn (Carol Joyce 
Combs), 5; and Susanna (Sharlene Salerno), 3. Also present 
is Herschell Gibbon (Gene Lockhart), the lawyer’s assistant. 
Gaylord is signing his will. Then, in his uniform of an army 
major, he sails for France. He never returns. 


The picture jumps to 1941 and now the sisters are Fiona 
(Barbara Stanwyck), Evelyn (Geraldine Fitzgerald), and 
Susanna (Nancy Coleman). Fiona and Susanna await the 
return of Evelyn from England — she’s Lady Burton, now — 
a quick montage shows that the Gaylord estate has been in. 
the law courts for the past 23 years. Together, the three. 
sisters go into the court-room, where Gibbon is explaining 
to the judge the reason for the 23 years of litigation. After 
Penn Gaylord was killed in France, a new will — called the 
French will — popped up. In it, there was a clause leaving 
ten percent of the estate in trust for a boy’s club in New 
York. This and various occurrences, have combined to keep 
the battle going. | 
Their only servant Saskia (Helene Thimig), has brought 
with her from the country a youngster of about 6, Austin 
(Larry Simms). Susanna is in love with a young artist named 
Gig Young (Gig Young). Evelyn sees Gig, and goes after him. 
Fiona fires Gibbon from the case and hires a new lawyer, 
Ralph Pedloch (Donald Crisp). Susanna goes to Barclay and 
pleads with him to see Fiona and settle the case. That night 
Pedloch shows Fiona a letter which reveals that Charles Bar- 
clay is her husband. Seven years previously, when the three 
sisters were badly in need of money, she got an inheritance 
from an aunt — $100,000, providing she was married. She 
went to the country, met an attractive road engineer, and 
married him. She left the following morning — leaving 
$25,000 to buy his silence. He used the money to build up the 
huge fortune he now has. 


Barclay decides to ask Fiona for custody of the child, and 
she refuses, claiming he can’t prove the child is hers. Barclay, 
through witnesses, proves the maternity, and wins custody 
of the child. Papers are signed and Barclay departs with 
Austin. Gig comes in with a newspaper, and informs Evelyn 
that her husband has been killed in England. She decides to 
return, leaving Gig for Susanna. As Susanna and Fiona pack, 
to leave the house, they find some wine in the cellar and 
become slightly drunk. Barclay finds Fiona that way. He 
picks her up, takes her to his apartment, and the three of 
them — Austin being there already — are united.

Another great novel, “The 
Gay Sisters’, has been brought 
to the screen by Warner Bros., 
who are noted for their fine 
treatment of important novels.

Barbara Stanwyck’s Role 
Traces Actual Film Career 


“IT am,” said Miss Barbara 
Stanwyck, “just about reciting 
the span of my own motion 
picture career.” 

Miss Stanwyck had finished 
a scene for “The Gay Sisters” 
in which she currently is co- 
starring with George Brent 
for Warner Bros. The picture 
is now playing at the Strand 
Theatre. In the scene — it was 
in a courtroom — Miss Stan- 
wyck, from a counsel table, 
jumped to her feet and said, 
weightedly and _ sarcastically: 

“Your honor, for over twen- 

ty years this mess has been 
going on! We’ve practically 
grown up in court. I knew 
what a subpoena was before I 
could spell cat! They’ve writ- 
ten books about this case, and 
teach it at Harvard!” 
» That was Miss Stanwyck’s 
speech. It referred to the will 
fight of the Gaylord sisters, 
but it could have, as Miss Stan- 
wyck said, related to her own 
career. 

Miss Stanwyck has been in 
Hollywood some ten years; 
not twenty. But she has spent 
a major portion of that time 
in motion picture courts. Some- 
how lawyers, witness chairs 
and court room scenes seem 
to predominate in many of the 
red-haired Miss Stanwyck’s 
films. 

It is, of course, a tribute to 
her ability. For court room 
scenes — unless you’ve been 
reading Thorne Smith lately — 
invariably come under the 
head of drama. And it takes a 
good, dramatic actress to han- 
dle capably a scene of this 
kind. 

Miss Stanwyck’s first picture 
of note, back around 1932, was 
“Ladies of Leisure.’ There 
wasn’t a courtroom scene in

What Barbara Stanwyck 
needed was a kicking toe. That 
is a sort of rubber gadget which 
football players fasten to the 
end of their shoes when they 
are about to attempt a place 
kick.

Miss Stanwyck has gotten 
all kinds of verdicts from her 
various trials. In “Remember 
the Night” they sent her to 
jail; in “Ball of Fire” she 
talked her way out of trouble. 
She’s been sent up for every- 
thing from shoplifting to ac- 
cessory before and after the 
fact, and she’s been released 
just as ingeniously and var- 
iously. 

“It is all,’ said Miss Stan- 
wyck, “in the day’s work. And 
mighty nice work — in pic- 
tures — if you can get it.” 


Geraldine’s Brogue 
Changes to British 


Geraldine Fitzgerald was 
born and reared in Dublin and 
won her first important acting 
successes in London, but it has 
remained for Hollywood. to 
give her a British accent. 

She’s using it in “The Gay 
Sisters,” the Warner Bros. pic- 
ture in which she currently 
appears at the Strand with 
Barbara Stanwyck and George 
Brent. And, just to add to the 
paradox, she’s playing § an 
American girl. 

The American girl happens 
to be one who married an 
English lord and went “veddy 
veddy” British while living 
abroad. Miss Fitzgerald wants 
that clearly understood. It is 
not her own accent. What little 
she has left of her own is pure 
“Dublinese.” 


Love By Candle-Light 
Exits For Duration 


Candle-lighted love scenes 
are on their way out in Holly- 
wood. What with wax, fat, suet 
and such being on the priorities 
lists and citizens purchasing 
candles by the thousands for 
use in blackouts, the studios 
are hard put to maintain a stock 
of candles. In “The Gay 
Sisters”, for example, George 
Brent and Barbara Stanwyck 
were supposed to have a ro- 
mantic scene over a candle-lit 
table in her apartment. But it 
was figured that because the 
candles would have to be of 
identical lengths in all angles 
and takes of the shot, two 
dozen candles would have to 
be used. 


Spacious Mansion Provides Setting 
For Warner Bros.’ “The Gay Sisters’ 


It took 24 men working 24 
hours to “age” a house 24 years 
out at Warner Bros. studio. 
Library, hallway, stairs, bed- 
rooms, kitchen, cellar and ex- 
terior got the treatment. 

This was all essential to the 
filming of “The Gay Sisters,” 
which will play at the Strand 
Theatre starting Friday. Open- 
ing in 1917, with a brief pro- 
logue, the picture speeds to 
1941, and the decay of the 
house and its surroundings 
must tell quickly and effec- 
tively the decay of the Gay- 
lord fortunes. 

Barbara Stanwyck, Geral- 
dine Fitzgerald and Nancy 
Coleman — red heads all — 
play the Gaylord sisters; the 
“Gay” sisters as they are 
called. 

In the opening sequence they 
are played, respectively, by 
eight-year-old Mary Thomas; 
Carole Joyce Combs, 5; and 
Sharlene Salerno, 3. Donald 
Woods is playing the role of 
their father and Charles Wal- 
dron that of the family lawyer. 

It is a farewell scene, this 
opening sequence. Woods, in 
the uniform of a major in the 
United States Army, is bidding 
goodbye to his three daughters. 
He has just finished signing 
his will, a tremendous docu- 


Family Films 
Present Problems 
In Casting 


Major headache for a casting 
director at any motion picture 
studio is a so-called “family” 
picture. He faces the task of 
lining up a number of players 
who bear a superficial resem- 
blance to one another. 

But Steve Trilling, casting 
director at Warner Bros., re- 
cently found himself con- 
fronted with an even more 
pronounced = difficulty. For 
“The Gay Sisters” he had to 
line up not only three women 
who looked somewhat alike, 
but three little girls who 
could reasonably be expected 
to grow up to be the characters 
they represented. 

For the grown-up Gaylord 
sisters he located, with pro- 
ducer approval, Barbara Stan- 
wyck, Geraldine Fitzgerald 
and Nancy Coleman as Fiona, 
Evelyn and Susanna Gaylord, 
respectively. 

In a general way they are 
similar. Each is red-haired. 
Their features are not dis- 
similar. A difference in height 
or body structure was im- 
material. But then came the 
rub. 

The opening sequence shows 
the three sisters as little girls. 
Trilling’s job was to locate 
three youngsters who not only 
looked as if they might be 
sisters but also as if they rea- 
sonably could be expected to 
grow up to be the Misses Stan- 
wyck, Fitzgerald and Coleman, 
respectively. 

That they had to be able to 
act was a minor point. That 
could be taught to them. Tril- 
ling interviewed about 500 or 
so little girls before he ar- 
rived at his combination. 

Miss Stanwyck — as Fiona — 
found her counterpart in eight- 
year-old Mary Thomas, a com- 
petent and experienced little 
trouper. 

Miss Fitzgerald — _ that’s 
Evelyn — appeared in the per- 
son of five-year-old Carol 
Joyce Coombs, a real new- 
comer. And Miss Coleman — 
Susanna, of course — came to 
life in Charlene Salerno, aged 
3, who made her screen bow in 
this film. 

The three youngsters, un- 
like their grownup counter- 
parts, do not have red hair. 


ment, for it involves an estate 
of some $500,000,000. 

Studio designers and crafts- 
men have created a mansion in 
keeping with the wealth and 
opulence of the fantastic Gay- 
lord family and fortune. The 
library is the last word in con- 
servative yet rich elegance. 
The carpets are rich and thick. 
The windows are curtained 
with heavy damask. Every 
piece of furniture is the finest 
that money can buy. Electrical 
fixtures are elaborate and a 
huge, sparkling chandelier 
hangs from the ceiling. The 
fireplace is beautifully carved 
marble and the library walls 
are lined with priceless vol- 
umes. On the panelled walls 
are three paintings of persons 
who are never seen in the pic- 
ture. Two of them are Gaylord 
ancestors. The third is a por- 
trait of young and beautiful 
Mrs. Penn Gaylord, who went 
down on the Lusitania. 

The three little girls, Wood 
and Waldron finish their roles 
and vanish from the picture. 
Wood is killed overseas, Wal- 
dron dies and the little girls 
grow up to spectacular wo- 
manhood. 

And that’s where the wreck- 
ing — or “aging” — crew 
comes in. Working swiftly, 


they transform the elegant 
mansion into a dreary, battered 
semblance of its former splen- 
dor. The carpets are frayed 
and worn, as are the once 
magnificent drapes. The panels 
are stained and discolored. The 
pendants and crystal globes of 
the chandelier are chipped and 
broken. 

As in the opening sequence, 
the battered look of the home 
tells a story — of the falling 
of the Gaylord fortunes. We 
meet Fiona, Evelyn and Sus- 
anna, now grown, in the per- 
sonages of Miss Stanwyck, 
Miss Fitzgerald and Miss Cole- 
man. Their dialogue tells the 
story of the intervening years 
— a story of an “absolutely in- 
contestable will’ that turned 
out to be not incontestable, and 
of a man, Charles Barclay, who 
bears a strange grudge against 
the Gay Sisters, and who has 
fought them in the courts for 
23 years in an effort to break 
the will. 

Strange story twists and 
deviations appear as the film 
unfolds, and the reason for the 
hatred of Barclay — played by 
George Brent — is revealed. 

Irving Rapper, whose “One 
Foot in Heaven” proved so 
popular, directed from the 
script by Lenore Coffee. 





Hollywood All Agog Over 
Gig Young’s Screen Debut 


Hollywood is agog over Gig. 

This is no gag, but an accu- 
rate description of the recep- 
tion given the announcement 
that a handsome young juve- 
nile has been renamed and 
headed straight for screen fame 
at one and the same moment. 
But to get down to facts — 

Gig Young is his name. It 
used to be something else — 
Bryant Fleming — but that no 
longer matters. 

He was christened Gig by the 
public and, after a delay of not 
more than two hours, by the 
Warner Bros. Studio officials 
themselves the night they 
watched the first preview of 
“The Gay Sisters,” the new 
Barbara Stanwyck - George 
Brent picture. 

That Gig Young stood out 
in a cast that included, besides 
the two named, such popular 
players as Geraldine Fitz- 
gerald, Nancy Coleman, Donald 
Crisp and Gene Lockhart, is 
something more than acciden- 
tal. The preview audience, self- 
constituted critics, wrote many 
complimentary things about 
the picture and the work of 
the whole cast but they saved 
their choicest adjectives for 
praise of the work of the char- 
acter “Gig Young.” 

A new career for the young 


man was started the very night 
of the preview, preceded by 
the change of name. “The Gay 
Sisters” will be remembered 
as more than a milestone in 
the career of Gig Young. It was 
his starting post in the most 
popular but difficult race in 
Hollywood — that which leads 
to stardom. 

There will be hurdles for 
Gig Young to negotiate along 
the course some time in the 
future but the Hollywood ex- 
perience of others indicates 
that the start is the most im- 
portant moment in any pre- 
sumptive star’s career.

‘The Gay Sisters’ Fine Picturization 
Of Best-Selling Novel at Strand 


Warner Bros. have once 
again achieved a grand pic- 
turization of a_ best-selling 
novel in their excellent adapta- 
tion of Stephen Longstreet’s 
“The Gay Sisters’, to the 
screen. The film, which started 
its local run at the Strand 
Theatre last night, has every- 
thing that makes for fine screen 
entertainment — a swift-mov- 
ing story — a fine cast — ro- 
mance — intrigue and brilliant 
dialogue. 

Starring in the film is Bar- 
bara Stanwyck as the fiery, 
imperious Fiona Gaylord, head 
of the famous family. Appear- 
ing opposite her is composed, 
level-headed George Brent as 
Charles Barclay, a millionaire 
civil engineer whose ambition 
it is to buy the Gaylord estate 
and build a project of his own, 
but his motive is more than 
just a monetary one. The pic- 
ture introduces a new-comer, 
one Gig Young, who was ac- 
claimed so whole-heartedly by

The two other sisters in the 
Gaylord family, Lady Burton 
and Susanna, are played by 
Geraldine Fitzgerald and 
Nancy Coleman respectively. 
Fitzgerald is excellent as a 
high-pitched women who has 
left England. She tries to steal 
Susanna’s boyfriend but Fiona 
steps in and promptly tells 
Lady Burton where to get off. 
Nancy Coleman, who will never 
be forgotten for her perform- 
ance in “Kings Row’, comes 
through with another fine por- 
trayal as the youngest sister 
whose whole life is dominated 
by Fiona.

For the 
first time in her career she is 
permitted to say nasty things 
to people. Since the script is 
an able piece of writing, the 
nasty things she says have edge 
and rhetoric that she especially 
relishes, being Irish. She is — 
in the picture — an unscrupu- 
lous person, wealthy, conceited 
and good-looking. 

“Of course, there’s the legend 
that in order to be a great 
actress you have to play what 


they call ‘gutty-gal’ roles,” 
Geraldine said. “‘There’s a good 
deal of truth in it. But you 
know why all actresses want 
to do that kind of part? Curi- 
osity. Plain, feminine curiosity. 
Women get tired of being so 
good. What I mean is, tired of 
being portrayed as special and 
precious. We're still battling 
the Victorian attitude. Uncon- 
sciously perhaps. But battling. 

“More than that, most wo- 
men have a strong suspicion 
that bad women have a good 
time. So we like to act like bad 
women. 

“In one sense, it’s easier. 
Much easier. Because few 
people in motion picture audi- 
ences ever actually saw any 
women as bad or as mean as 
some of the mean femmes we 
put on the screen. So there’s 
no basis for comparison.” 

Geraldine first attracted at- 
tention in a national way when 
she appeared in “Dark Vic- 
tory,’ with Bette Davis. She 
was the most uncommonly 
sweet and sympathetic, whole- 
some and clear-eyed girl that 
the screen had presented for 
some time.

The official contract list for 
Warner Bros. studios lists the 
name of Irving Rapper under 
“directors.” 

That is absolutely correct — 
he directed “One Foot in 
Heaven” for example — but it 
doesn’t tell everything. It 
doesn’t indicate that Rapper 
is one of the ablest actors on 
the lot. 

Rapper, who currently di- 
rected “The Gay Sisters,” now 
at the Strand Theatre, is easily 
one of the most entrancing 
Thespians on the lot. It’s a 
pleasure to watch him. 

When he is rehearsing or 
directing a scene, Rapper, a 
former dialogue director, not 
only mouths every word by 
every player in the scene, but 
he gestures, reacts, postures 
and does business with each

and the rest of the cast are 
constantly amazed each morn- 
ing when they find Rapper on 
the job.

It is not uncommon, of 
course, for directors to react 
unconsciously to the mouth- 
ings and movements of their 
players. Mitchell Leisen has 
been known to break up takes, 
on occasion, because he is 
prone to laugh out loud at 
some particular bit of comedy. 
Preston Sturges beams hap- 
pily, smothers a chuckle and 
smirks. 

Wesley Ruggles writhes in 
his chair, frequently closing 
his eyes to get the effect of a 
particularly important piece of 
dialogue. But Rapper tops all 
of these. He does it with ges- 
tures. 

Often, in a rehearsal, he will 
call for “action!” and deliber-

As a former dialogue ex- 
pert, he is a stickler for enun- 
ciation and inflection. Each 
line has a definite meaning, 
and must be spoken in a cer- 
tain way so that the audience 
may get full value. He is much 
like Ernest Lubitsch in his 
comments after a rehearsal or 
a take. 

“Wonderful! Excellent!” is 
the usual line. “And now, we 
try one more. Barbara, I think 
that if in this line — ” and so 
on to a technical discussion. 
But it is always “Wonderful!” 
or “Excellent!” 

Rapper is enthused about

says, a film which depends 
almost entirely upon perform- 
ance.

Silent picture technique was 
revived at Warner Bros. when 
six players worked a full day 
without uttering a single word 
of written dialogue. 

It was all for scenes in “The 
Gay Sisters,’ which used a 
retrospect technique for some 
of its highly dramatic scenes. 

Barbara Stanwyck and 
George Brent, co-stars of the 
picture, with Hobart Bosworth, 
Erville Alderson, Fern Emmet 
and Mary Field went through 
a wedding ceremony, a wed- 
ding dinner and a couple of 
other scenes without the bene- 
fit of sound apparatus.
